Two C-130 
transport planes, each carrying over 
24-count boxes of “E’s”, will fly 
from Andrews Air Force Base 
across the Atlantic and airdrop the 
letters over the cities. 

Citizens of Grzny and Sjlbvdnzv 
eagerly await the arrival of the 
vowels. “My God. I do not think we 
can last another day, “Trszg 
Grznjkln, 44, said “I have six 


children and none of them has a 
name that is understandable to me 

or anyone else. Mr. Clinton, please 
send my poor, wretched family just 
one ‘e\ Please.” 

Said Sjlbvdnzv resident Grg 
Hmphrs, 67 : “ With just a few key 
letters, I could be George 
Flumphries. This is my dream.” 

The airdrop represents the largest 
deployment of any letter to a 
foreign country since 1984. During 
the summer of that year, the US 
shipped 92, 000 consonants to 
Ethiopia, providing cities like 
Ouauaouaeoia, Euiaoooie, and Aou 
with vital, life giving supplies of 
L’s, T’s and S’s. The consonant 
relief effort failed, however when 
vast quantities of the letters were 
intercepted and hoarded by violent 
gun-toting warlords.

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THE TROUBLE WITH AEROBICS 


A little aerobic exercise never hurt anybody, 
argues Gus Silber, which is why he tries to do 
as little aerobic exercise as possible 

Aerobics and aerobatics. I always get confused. 

Which is the one where you fly upside-down 
in a small aeroplane, until blood starts rushing 
to your head and you feel a hollow, pounding 
sensation in the pit of your stomach? Oh. 
Right. 

So aerobics must be the One 
where you put on a leotard and jump up and 
down until the blood starts rushing to your 
head and you feel a hollow, pounding sensation 
in the pit of your stomach. I thought so. 

It's just that I keep forgetting, 
because the human mind has an amazing 
capacity for erasing every memory of the 
unspeakable agony that shoots through your 
system when you are engaged in a session of 
aerobics. 

The throbbing vascular migraine, 
the dizziness, the shortness of breath, the 
uncontrollable feeling of incipient nausea... let 
me tellyou, ladies and gentlemen, it's terrible. 
Arid I'ih not even talking about the exercises. 
I'm talking about tire music. 

Tina Turner singing "You're 
simply the best, better than all tire rest". Donna 
Summer singing "Ooh, love to love you, baby". 
Frankie Goes to Hollywood singing "Relax, 
don't do it, when you want to sock it to it". 
Right Said Fred singing "I'm too sexy for my 
shorts". 

Now don't get me wrong. I have 
nothing in principle against music of this 
nature, as long as it is experienced within its 
proper cultural context, which is as far away 
from me as possible. Indeed, it is only because I 
couldn't stand the music that I recently decided 


to stop going to aerobics classes in someone's 
garage every Monday, Tuesday and Thursday 
evening between 6pm and 7pm. 

I mean, everything else about 
aerobics classes I really like: the full-length 
minors on the wall, the rhythmic stomp of 
takkies on floorboards, the discretely perspiring 
ladies in their leotards and leggings, the 
exercises... well, some of the exercises.

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Suicide, Homicide or Accident? 


On March 23 the medical examiner viewed the body of Ronald Opus and 
concluded that he died from a gunshot wound of the head caused by a shotgun.^ 
Investigation to that point had revealed that the decedent had jumped from tS\e [{ 
top of a ten story building with the intent to commit suicide (he left a note 

i 

indicating his despondency). As he passed the 9th floor on the way down, his, 
life was interrupted by a shotgun blast through a window, killing him instantly. 
Neither the shooter nor the deceased was aware that a safety net had been 
erected at the 8th floor level to protect some window washers and that the 
decedent would not have been able to complete his intent to commit suicide 
because of this. 



Ordinarily, if a person sets out to commit suicide but dies by means other than 
those intended, the death is deemed a suicide. That he was shot on the way to 
certain death nine stories below probably would not change his mode of death 
from suicide to homicide. But the fact that his suicide would not have been 
achieved because of the net caused the medical examiner to feel that he had 
homicide on his hands. 


Further investigation led to the discovery that the room on the 9th floor from 
whence the shotgun blast emanated was occupied by an elderly man and his 
wife. He was threatening her with the shotgun because of an interspousal spat 
and became so upset that he could not hold the shotgun straight. Therefore, 
when he pulled the trigger, he completely missed his wife and the pellets went 
through the window striking the decedent. When one intends to kill subject A, 
but kills subject B in the attempt, one is guilty of the murder of subject B.

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The old man was confronted with this conclusion, but both he and his wife 
were adamant in stating that neither knew that the shotgun was loaded. It was 
the longtime habit of the old man to threaten his wife with an unloaded 
shotgun. He had no intent to murder her; therefore the killing of the decedent 
appeared to be an accident. That is, the gun had been accidentally loaded. 

But further investigation turned up a witness stating that their son was seen 
loading the shotgun approximately six weeks prior to the fatal accident. That 
investigation showed that the mother (the old lady) had cut off her son's 
financial support and her son, knowing the propensity of his father to use the 
shotgun threateningly, loaded the gun with the expectation that the father would 
shoot his mother. 

The case now becomes one of murder on the part of the son for the death of 
Ronald Opus. Further investigation revealed that the son became increasingly 
despondent over the failure of his attempt to get his mother murdered. This led 
him to jump off the ten story building on March 23, only to be killed by a 
shotgun blast through a 9th story window. The medical examiner closed the 
case as a suicide.

A novice vegetarian asks the question that has been weighing on his mind, if not his plate, ever since he 
decided to quit being a carnivore

Vegetarians? Don’t get me wrong. I’ve got nothing 
against vegetarians. Matter of fact, some of the 
nicest people I know are herbivorous. They're 
good-natured, easygoing, sensitive, warm, well- 
balanced, compassionate beings, protective of the 
environment and considerate of the rights of other 
species. Of course, there are exceptions. Like, for 
instance, me. 

Yes: suddenly, I'm a vegetarian. It 
happened just the other day, out of the blue, when I 
took a good, hard look inside my fridge and decided 
never again to eat any pert of a cow, sheep, goat, 
antelope, chicken, turkey or fish. Well, except for 
the fish.

And you get "Xeno-Vegetarians", who 
are only really vegetarians when dining in a Third 
World country. In fact, the only thing we have in 
common, as vegetarians, is that we are never stuck 
for something to say at a dinner party. 

"Are you sure you won't have any of this fried calf s

"No thanks, I'm a vegetarian." 

"Really? You’re a vegetarian? What, for moral 
reasons?"

Nope. It's no use. Try as I might, I just 
can't even begin to imagine what it must be like 
to be a victim of this fearful malaise, this 
dreaded condition, one of the main symptoms 
of which is the constant repetition of certain 
phrases you've already used, because you can't 
think of any new ones. 

But I wouldn't know any tiling about 
that, having not ever having been a victim of 
this awful syndrome, v ahother symptom of 
which is that it leads to a jumbled and 
incoherent sentences that are laboured with 
awkwardly-constructed syntax and seem to go 
on forever and ever without actually making a 
point. Yes, it's a terrible tiling. 

Horrible, awful, dreadful, appalling, 
hideous, frightful tiling. Writer's Block. One 
writer I know, a highly respected and 
acclaimed journalist, recently had to have a 
writer's block the size of a football removed 
from his brain, and all he was hying to do was 
complete and expenses claim form. And yet, 
it's nothing to be ashamed of.

A RAG -SHAWCO INITIATIVE 


The concept of Rag is well established 
at many universities in South Africa, 
the United Kingdom and many other 
parts of the world. Even so, it is not 
clear exactly where the name or the 
concept of Rag originated. It is clear 
that tha acronym, Remember and Give, 
was only added later to fit the letters. 
One thoeryis that it originated in 
Cambridge in the 19th century. 
Students from Cambridge University 
are said to have written poems and 
other oieces of witty writing on cloth 
rags, which were symbolic for the 
homeless and destitute people. These 
rags (containing the best of student 
literature) were then sold and the 
money donated to organisations 
helping the poor. It seems as if the 
selling process was later coordinated 
into a campaign and combined with a 
traditional procession. The procession 
probably included making fun of the 
uptight political leadership and social 
classes and was one of the few ways in 
which people could get away with 
social and political criticism. The 
tradition of the writing on the rags is 
probably that which gave rise (albeit 
much later) to the publication of a 
humorous and fun annual magazine. 
The oldest University Rag and annual 
rag procession in South Africa is the 
one by UCT students through Cape 
Town. It has become a custom which 
Tjas now been observed for close on 
three quarters of a century. Before the 
main campus of the university moved 
to it’s present site on the Groote 
Schuur Estate in 1929, it was situated 
at the top of Government Avenue 
(which still forms the Michealis and 


Orange street campus of the present 
university). The first floats procession 
has it’s origins in the 1925 of the then 
Prince of Wales (who was to become 
the English King Edward VIII in 1936 
and following the rather sordid affair 
with Mrs Wallace, plain Duke of 
Windsor after abdication). The Prince 
was to visit the University and later the 
City Hall at the Grand Parade. UCT 
students generously offered to give him 
a ride down to the City Hall on an ox 
wagon, the Prince accepted and during 
the ride a collection was held in aid of 
hospital funds. By all accounts, the 
fundraising was very successful and it 
was decidedto repeat it the next year. It 
became an annual event and a 
procession, this committee then 
gradually expanded to organise other 
events and projects, but the floats 
procession was always one of it’s 
mainstays. Because it was essentially 
charitable and through the close links at 
the time with England, it adopted the 
name Rag. 

It is clear that UCT Rag has come a 
long way since those early days. Not 
only has it grown into what is reputedly 
one of the largest student-run 
fundraising organisations in the world, 
but it is now part of the largest student- 
run welfare organisation in the world, 
SHAWCO. There are many more 
portfolios, events and projects than the 
original float procession , including the 
traditional Rag magazine, Sax Appeal 
(for discerning readers of student 
humour). All of these, not least of all, 
the floats procession, has undergone 
enormous change over the past 70 
years and with the challenge of 
transformation will continue to change, 
but at the same time will build on one 
of Cape Town’s and South Africa’s 
oldest traditions
